In the nine, 
however, of the siualK'St communities 
scattered about our country, where Us 
beneilclal functions ought to be exer- 
cised on n smaller ratlins, u library's 
outsettlng'aud conducting are more dif- 
ficult matters. To Mart It upon a right 
basis and to t>cv Unit It conducts Its 
work elllclently the constitution for 
such an undertaking must l>e simple, 
but effective. 
If this be well framed, 


Jt Is valuable In taking the place of 
less formal responsibility among Indi- 
viduals. 


Eveti a small library must be on a 


practical working basis. Its written con- 
stitution must not merely contain rules 
for Its work mid the duties of those con- 
cerned In this work, but hints that arc 
practical and judicial beyond any such 
letter of tbe law. 


The writer begs to submit the fol- 


lowing constitution, which may bo use- 
ful to those who would like to set 
about some such village work even on 
a very modest footing to begin with, 
but who are not quite sure of what 
definite regulations and admonitions 
ought to be Included In Its outset: 
CONSTITUTION 
OF 
THE

FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
Article I. Tills association shall be In- 


corporated antl known as "The —town 
Free I-ubllc Library." 
Art. 11. Its object shall be the diffusion 


of useful and otherwise beneficial litera- 
ture within the community of —town. In 
the state of —. 
Art. III. All residents of tho place 
named of proper nee. either temporarily 
or permanently, shall bo entitled to the 
privileges of the library, provided such 
temporary residence be not less than for 
two weeks, but to the reading room of 
tbe library all such residents and visitors 
for even a shorter time than two weeks 
•hall be welcome. 
Art. IV. In the character of the books 
and periodicals which the library meana 
to put at the service of this community 
a preference shall be given to other works 
than those of fiction, at least for the 
present. A very limited amount of fiction 
shall be admissible to the library as It Treasurer, 
crows, and the special functions of this 
library shall bo educational, particularly Sheriff, 
in the connections.of history, biography, 
travel, popular science, higher belles let- coroner. 
trea and art. 
Art. V. The practical control of this li- 


brary shall be vested In the hands of a 
committee of five persons, to be known as 
"tho committee of the —town Free Pub- 
lic library." who shall take cognizance of 
all Its affairs. This committee can Include 
at least two nonresident members. The 
committee shall be selected by a vote of 
the residents annually. The chairman of 
tbe committee shall be chosen by a vote 
of the committee. 
Art. VI. The selection of the books and 
periodicals and their purchase'shall be 
made by a committee of three members 
chosen from the above library commit- 
tee and known as the book commit- 
tee. 
In their hands shall rest, the re- 


sponsibility of adding all the literary 
matter for the library either purchased 
or acquired by gift or otherwise, 
Art. VII. The library shall occupy the 
moot, convenient and suitable quarters 
possible to It all the year round. 
Sec, 1 Its dally custody and practical 
functions shall be committed to a libra- 
rian chosen by the full library commit- 
tee by a majority out of five votes. This 
librarian shall be entitled to such as- 
sistants as from time to time may be 
found expedient, such assistants to be 
elected by a vote of the full library com- 
mittee.

BYLAWS. 
1. The librarian shall receive such com- 


pensation In the way of an annual salary 
a* the committee shall sanction by vote. 


2. The librarian shall be on duty on 
such days of the week as the library com- 
mittee shall select, from 10 o'clock In 
the mornlpK until 5 o'clock In the even- 
in e or for such other hours as the commit- 
tee shall set. and If. In time, the library 
can beneficially be kept open for the 
greater part of the day and evening the 
librarian must give all his or her time to 
the work of the library.
